
Councillors warn police station front desk 
closure will send out the wrong message 


COUNCILLORS have warned that the potential 
closure of Bridport police station’s front desk sends 
out the wrong message to people about the role of 
police in their community. 

They are encouraging residents to put forward their 
thoughts and concerns on the review of counter service 
provision, which is taking place across the whole Dorset 
Police force area. 

Proposed changes, which could see the Bridport front 
desk withdrawn or operate with reduced opening hours, is 
part of a cost-saving exercise which Dorset Police have 
said could save them approximately £500,000. 

Ros Kayes, district councillor for Bridport North, said 
that she doesn’t believe there will be enough investment 
to make other means of contact with police, such as via 
the telephone, a suitable alternative to the enquiry desk. 

She said: “Police station front desk support is the point 
of access as far as the public are concerned. A closed po¬ 
lice station front end has a huge psychological effect on 
a community. It sends a strong message that ‘We are not 
open for business’. 

“If it is really true that the public usually access the po¬ 
lice by phone, then the only way I would accept the loss 
of a front desk is if there was a massive investment in the 
phone system and possibly development of internet en¬ 
quiries too. But I don’t think they will make such an in¬ 
vestment. 

“Why not equip the front desk as an office so that admin 
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support staff can double up as the main interface with the 
public when people do call in? That would make nearly 
the same savings as closure and retain the link with the 
public which, once lost, will be gone forever.” 

It is important for residents to make their views known 
as people do mention this issue to her, said Ms Kayes. 

She added: “Can I urge everyone who feels strongly 
about this to reply to the consultation - make your feelings 
known. There is a very real risk we will lose this service 
forever.” 

According to the police, over 75 per cent of people pre¬ 
fer to call them using the non-emergency number 101, or 
make enquires using the Dorset Police website. 

A spokesman for Dorset Police said that the cost of run¬ 
ning the front desk in Bridport, which is staffed between 
9am and 5pm from Tuesday to Saturday, is £33,200 per 
annum in salary and related staffing costs, such as na¬ 
tional insurance contributions. 

They added that in 2012 the enquiry office received 
3,663 calls, which averages as just over 14 visitors a day. 
This figure includes visits where a police response is not 
required, such as providing 
people with directions. 

Bridport town councillor 
Karl Wallace believes that 
the front desk plays an im¬ 
portant role for the people 
in the town. 

He said: “I see the reduc¬ 
tion or closure of the front 
office in Bridport is the 
first step in the continuing 
police cuts from the Tory- 
Lib Dem government, with 
further reductions to come. 

“To me the front desk is 


the commonest face that people see and interact with the 
police, so is the most important because it’s front of 
house. 

“This will lead to further cuts, and in time possible clo¬ 
sure due to saving money, and eventually not needing 
local stations but having large centralised police stations 
such as Weymouth and Dorchester.” 

Concern has also been expressed by West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict councillor David Tett, who said: “This is chipping 
away of yet another public service, a service that is most 
important and essential in times of need and where help 
is readily to hand and on ones doorstep.” 

Previously Chief Constable Debbie Simpson, who put 
forward these proposals with Dorset Police and Crime 
Commissioner Martyn Underhill, has acknowledged that 
changes to local policing will create considerable debate 
but she highlighted the financial situation facing the force. 

She said: “I would like to reassure members of the pub¬ 
lic that no final decisions have been made regarding sta¬ 
tion desk office provision in Dorset. However, we have to 
meet a very challenging budgetary situation and we are 
committed to providing the best possible service while 
reflecting true demand and value for money. 

“I would also like to stress that the potential closure of

station desks does not mean the closure of the police sta¬ 
tions themselves. The force continues to ensure that there 
is a policing footprint in every town in Dorset.” 

As the View from Bridport went to press, Dorset Police 
were unable to confirm what would happen to staff who 
work on the front desks if the proposed changes went 
ahead.

PCSO Luke White said: "Due to the pictures and writ¬ 
ing on the collecting bucket, the public may believe 
that they are donating their money to a genuine char¬ 
ity, but are instead giving their money to a commercial 
enterprise." 

Dorset Trading Standards are keen to hear from peo¬ 
ple who may have been approached by these vendors, 
or who may have given money believing them to be 
genuine charity collectors. All street charity collector 
need to have a licence from West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil, added PCSO White.

Police highlight risk of bag and 
purse thefts over Christmas

POLICE in Bridport have 
launched a campaign high¬ 
lighting the risk of bag and 
purse thefts after a number 
of incidents in the town. 

With the Christmas shop¬ 
ping rush fast approaching 
they are advising shoppers 
to remain vigilant in busy 
crowds, and the Bridport 
Safer Neighbourhood Team 
is working with volunteers 
from the Crime Prevention 
Panel to prevent anymore 
members of the public from 
becoming victims. 

The warning comes after 
a number of handbags and 
purses have been stolen 
from shoppers in Morrisons 
supermarket in West Bay 
Road. The victims had left 
their bags unattended, ei¬ 
ther on the floor in the cafe 
or on shopping trolleys. 

Three incidents of theft 
occurred in just three hours 
at the store, and police in 
Bridport have already 
started work to advise the 
public on simple but effec¬ 
tive ways to reduce this 
type of crime. 

PCSO Pete Smith, of the 
Bridport Town Safer 
Neighbourhood Team, said: 
“We will be in the town as 
well as outside supermar¬ 
kets issuing useful advice 
on how to reduce the 
chances of becoming a vic¬ 
tim of theft.” 

“We would strongly ad¬ 
vise not to leave handbags 
unattended particularly on 
shopping trolleys but where 
possible to wear the hand¬ 
bag across the front of the 
body and to make sure that 
the bag is zipped so not to 
display items of value. 

“We would also advise 
that with Christmas ap¬ 


proaching that the town and 
the supermarkets are likely 
to get very busy and to be 
mindful of those around 
you in crowded conditions 
as this is when offenders 
are most active.” 

PCSO Smith also advised 
that when people are out 
shopping they should not 
leave items on display in 
unattended vehicles, and he 
added that the most expen¬ 


sive items should be pur¬ 
chased last so that any po¬ 
tential loss is kept to a 
minimum. 

A number of posters have 
already been placed around 
the town in some of the 
bigger shops, and police of¬ 
ficers will be handing out 
leaflets promoting the use 
of ‘purse alarms’. 

On the release of a pin, 
these small devices emit a 


high-pitched sound should 
someone attempt to remove 
a purse from a handbag. 

Sally Parker, chairman of 
Bridport, Beaminster and 
Lyme Regis Crime Preven¬ 
tion Panel, reiterated PCSO 
Smith’s advice on ways to 
avoid becoming a victim of 
crime.

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Church fundraiser for Syrian children 


THE plight of Syrian children both 
in and out of the war torn country 
was the focus of a charity event in 
Bridport. 

An afternoon tea session was 
held at Bridport Christian Fellow¬ 
ship church, in King's Lane, with 
money raised going to the Barn¬ 
abas Fund, a Christian organisa¬ 
tion which helps those across the 
world who are suffering oppres¬ 
sion or persecution. 

Judith Robinson-Martin, who 
organised the afternoon tea 
event, said she was happy with 
the number of people who 
turned up to the first event 
they've organised for this cause. 

Speaking during the afternoon, 
she said:"I didn't know how many 
people we'd get coming in but I'm 
very pleased. Whatever we raise 
I'll be happy but we're hoping for 
£100 or more. 

"Like most people I've seen on 
television the way Syrian children 
have been treated, it's horrible. 
Things like babies so traumatised 
they can't stop shaking. 

"This fund gives them the ne¬ 
cessities to live, such as clothing, 
clean water and schooling." 

The event raised £100 for the 
charity and the church may hold 
other events to raise money for 
Syrian children.

■ I'M SURE everyone was 
shocked by the ferocity of the 
storm which hit the Philippines 
and a sense of helplessness sets 
in. 

Lions Clubs International 
Foundation was able to respond 
immediately with a grant of 
US$100,000 later increased to 
US $500,000. 

There are 380 Lions Clubs in 
the Philippines, four in Cebu and 
one in Tacloban with a total 
membership over 12,600. 

We do not know how many fa¬ 
talities have occurred amongst 
them but Lions on the ground 
are busy helping where they 
can.

Bridport turns back the clocks 

PARTS of Bridport were transported back 70 years at 
the weekend to commemorate the town’s role as hosts 
to American soldiers during the Second World War. 

The bumper programme of events has been deemed 
a success by the organiser, Bridport history enthusiast 
Cheryl Ludgate, who said the aim was to make a little 
bit of money for charity and generate interest in the 
subject. 

Ms Ludgate said: “I really enjoyed it. We could have 
had more people at the exhibition or at the dance but 
this is the first time we’ve done something like this so 
it went well. A few people couldn’t make it as planned, 
which can’t be helped, but we managed to attract peo¬ 
ple from as far as Hampshire and Wiltshire. 

“One great thing was hearing all of the stories, some 
funny and some really quite sad. We’ve gained lots of 
leads to research and we will start looking into them.” 

In November 1943 the town saw the arrival of troops 
from the USA, who trained in the area for almost a 
year before leaving for D-Day in 1944. 

To mark the occasion a two-day exhibition was held 
at Bridport Town Hall, complete with photographs of 
the period, people dressed in 1940s clothing and au¬ 
thentic equipment. British and American military 
Jeeps from the period were parked in Bucky Doo 
Square, and Devon-based vintage vocalist Sandy 
Sparkle entertained visitors on Sunday. 

On Saturday evening a 1940s charity dance took 
place, which attracted more than 30 guests in 1940s 
dress. The evening, which also featured a raffle, raised 
over £100 for the Help for Heroes cause. 

Ms Ludgate said she hoped that the weekend could 
capture the interest of younger people. 

She said: “The people of Bridport put their hopes and 
dreams on hold when they went off to fight against 
tyranny in Europe. Many made the ultimate sacrifice 
and I don’t think we should ever forget that. 

“Hopefully things like this can interest young people 
and help them understand the history of their own

Criminal Records Bureau 


The Criminal Records Bureau (CRB) and the Independ¬ 
ent Safeguarding Authority (ISA) have merged to be¬ 
come the Disclosure and Barring Service (DBS). CRB 
checks are now called DBS checks. 

A DBS check may be needed for: 

• Certain jobs or voluntary work - eg working with 
children or in healthcare 

• Applying to foster or adopt a child 

There are different rules for getting a criminal record 
check in Scotland and Northern Ireland. 


How to get a DBS check 

1. The employer gets an application form from DBS or 
an umbrella body (a registered body that gives ac 
cess to DBS checks). 

2. The employer gives the applicant (job candidate) 
the form to fill in and return to them along with 

documents proving their identity. 

3. The employer sends the completed application 
form to DBS or their umbrella body. 

4. DBS sends a certificate to the applicant. The employer 
will have to ask the applicant to see the certificate.

BRIDPORT came from a goal down to beat reigning 
Premier league champions Bishop Sutton with 
three goals that saw them go six games unbeaten 
in the league and cup.

Bridport's unbeaten run extended to six matches 



BRIDPORT'S recent good run of form continued with 
an excellent draw at Buckland Athletic midweek, 
that might have been three but for a 95th minute 
last kick equaliser, and a workmanlike 3-1 win over 
reigning champions Buckland Athletic a St Mary's 
Field on Saturday. 

The results extend the Bees recent unbeaten run 
to six in all competitions and means they have col¬ 
lected ten points from a possible twelve from the 
four league matches. 

Reflecting first the 3-3 draw in Devon last Wednes¬ 
day, manager Trevor Senior was pleased in the end 
with a draw despite the disappointment of conced¬ 
ing a last minute deflected goal. 

He said;"If I was their manager I would have been 
disappointed if they hadn't got something out of 
the game, because the second-half they did cause 
us some problems. We did catch them on the break 
a few times although we didn't have too many clear 
cut chances." 

Bridport got off to a flier with a Ryan Dovell goal 
inside two minutes before Buckland struck back 
twice with two excellent 20-yard strikes. 

"Ryan's was a quality goal with a great build up, ex¬ 
cellent cross and superb strike. 

"It was fairly even after that until they scored two

cracking goals, neither of which you could blame 
Ashley Weeks for, who had a good game, especially 
in the second-half." 

Having regained the lead through Matt Condliffe 
and another great goal from Dovell, his 50th for Brid¬ 
port, Buckland put the Bees under a lot of pressure. 

"To be fair they had quite a bit of possession and 
we had to defend well and they missed a sitter from 
almost under the bar. We thought we had weath¬ 
ered the storm before they equalised with the last 
kick of the game." 

On Saturday they hosted Buckland Athletic, who 
despite losing a number of the championship win¬ 
ning squad in the summer still posed a lot of danger. 

They took a rather fortunate lead which they held 
until Darren Watts produced a finish to square the 
game, before second-half goals from Dan Wise, from 
the penalty spot, and a rare Ryan Hayter strike won 
the Bees the points. 

"I don't think we played as well as we can but we 
still got the result. We made enough chances, and in 
the first-half I didn't think they created too much, it 


was more us making mistakes that gave them their 
chances really. 

"They weren't the worst side we played I don't 
think, and with their ability to break quickly, the 
game wasn't over at 2-1 by any stretch. 

"Sam Filkins had to scramble a couple of times, 
particularly the left wing cross that deceived him 
and hit the crossbar. 

"I thought Darren Watts was outstanding. He 
looked strong and quick and used the ball well, 
didn't try to over hit it, and deservedly got the man 
of the match from me. It was a great goal; he always 
looked comfortable and bided his time and was 
going to put it away. 

We had a fair few chances. We got into good areas; 
it was just our final pass; we rushed things instead 
of taking our time and making sure of our pass, but 
all in all we look quite solid at the moment. 

"It was nice just to get three points again and 
keeps our run going. We've had two good games 
away from home, and we are scoring goals; that's 17 
in the last six games." 

On Ryan Hayter's goal, whose angled shot he ad¬ 
mitted was meant for Ryan Dovell, Senior quipped: 
"I told him I thought that it was probably one of our 
best crosses of the game!"
